Mr. ®elld- 
ing wanted to confine the bill to recti- 
fying any errors made ifn the act of 
last session. So far as parliament had 
made a mistake, he would have it 
corrected; so far as a mistake had 
been at the meeting of Grand Trunk 
shareholders—that was a question for 
the company to determine. After con- 
siderable debate, Mr. Fielding’s amend- 
ment was declared lost without a di- 
vision. 
Treatment of Employces, 

Hon. W. L, MacKenzie King then 
brought up. the way in which the 
Grand Trunk rallroad company had 
treated {ts employees following the 
sttike of 1910. At the time of the 
strike Mr. King was minister of labor 
in the Laurier government, and he 
told of efforts made at conciliation 
and promises given by the company to 
reinstate atrikers who had not broken 
the law. ‘I want to ask parliament,” 
he declared, “to take euch action as 
will make absolutely certain that the 
employees receive what is their right- 
ful due from the company before the 
agreement is finally settled.” 

During the evening there was a 
‘division on a point of order, the first 
of the present session. It came on 
an appeal. In committee, Mr. Mc- 
Master, of Brome, had been reading 
from a London Times report of the 
meeting of Grand Trunk sharehold- 
ers. E. W. Nesbitt who was presiding, 
ruled Mr. McMaster out of order on 
the ground that his citation from The 
Times was not relevant to tho clause.

OTTAWA, April 16—Officials of 
the quartermaster-general's branch of 
the department of militia and of the 
war. pyrchasing commission are not

an out of date army pattern. 

Mr. Reid, of the war purchasing 
commission, corroborated Col. Tasch- 
ereau as to the saddles being out of 
date and of no value to the army. He 
had been instructed to sell them for 


the best price and to this end adver- 
tised and called fer tenders, In 
every case the bid of the highest bid- 
der was accepted, and the Great West 
Saddlery company made the highest 
offer for the number of saddles they 
had purchased, In addition to call- 
ing for tenders Mr. Reid had litera- 
ture sent to every dealer in Canada 
who might be Interested and invited 
them to purchase. Saddles do not ap- 
pear to be in demand and the com- 
mission had difficulty in disposing of 
them. “In fact,” said Mr. Reid, “we 
had saddles stored in Regina and 
Vancouver which we offered to pros- 
pective purchasers at the price paid 
by the Great West Saddlery company 
and the reply was that we wanted 
too much.

The judge also discredited that 
story and in passing sentence said it 
had been concocted by the accused 
to shield himself. The accused had 
been a party to the boy's perjury of 
himself, id Mr. Simmons, and. de- 
clared t he gave the accused two 
years more than if the boy's story 
had not been told in court. 

The condemned man showed no 
signs of emotion or feeling when sene 
tence was imposed, and stood up to

In accordance with the signs of the 
times, sunflowers will be added to the 
horticulture section of the prize list 
at the coming summer exhibition. A 
meeting of the Horticulture commit- 
tee In connection with the exhibition 
was held Friday afternoon, and it was 
decided that the apparent importance 
of sunflowers for ensilage justified this 
encouragement. Suitabie classes will 
be arranged with appropriate prize 
money: 

It was further decided to give prizes 
for sheaf grain both of 1919 and 1920 
growing. Grasses must be grown in 
1920. All field grains and seeds must 
be growth of 1919.

After the transaction of the regular 
business, Mrs. I. G. Burbeck spoke on 
the subjeot of censoring moving ple- 
tures, which she explained is not alto- 
gether an easy task when so many 
different interests are to be cons'd- 
ered. There are the exchanges, the 
managers, and the departments, to 
say nothing of the film fans and the 
public, each and ali of whom are to 
be considered from the standpoint of 
the censor; especially the pubiic, for 
whom the films are censored. One 
very striking feature of the censor's 
troubles {s the many letters they re- 
cenve, all more or less condemning 
the f!lms and the department for al- 
lowing them to be shown. Many 
times telephone messages are receiv- 
ed asking why such or such a picture 
is allowed to be shown, and many 
times upon asking where the teie- 
phoner has seen the certain picture, 
they reply they have not seen it-- 
only heard about it. Many times the 
reply is, “I never go to a movie my- 
self.” These are the hardest people 
to censor 
never go to a moving picture show. 


Revenue from Taxca 


In speaking of the moving picture 
tax at one and two or two and a half 
cents, she stated that the amusement 
tax for the year 1919 in the province 
was $143,936. Add to that the license 
taxes for theatres, exchanges, operat- 
ors’ Licenses, together with the fees 
for censoring, which is $1.00 per 
reel (and 6239 reels were censored), 
produced a total of $162,145, making 
a grand total from all sources of over 
$300,000 for the year. * At one house 
in Ca’gary alone the revenue from 
the theatre tax for one night was 
$532—this being an exceptional night 
when a boxing match was on. 

During the past year 5000 pictures 
(meaning the whole number of reels 
in a show) were sent here for eensor- 
ship, and of these the censors looked 
at 2133. About one-th'rd of the bal- 
ance Were educational reels or daily 
news, which did not need to be re- 
viewed. Of these 2133 pictures, 219 
reels were condemned in their en- 
tirety, and changes made in and re- 
vised 89 features, 

In the_year 1920 the department fs 
doting a far greater amount of work. 
The first three months of the year 
772 reels have been !ooked at as 
aga’nst 472 in the first three months 
of 1919, 

Mrs. Burbeck also spoke of the 
serials as being the most difficult pic- 
tures In the movies to censor. The 
censorship is difficult, as the first 
two or three reels may be all right, 
and the next one may be unfit to 
show, and by cutting the continu ty 
{s lost. As to censorship, she names 
the State of Pennsy!vania as having

Germans in naturalization matters, 
He said he asked no~ favors, but 
“could not and should not live in a 
country @s @ man with a just griev- 
ance and as an outlaw or second- 
class citizen.” 

' Secretary of State Ruling 

On January 20, 1919, Hon. A. 
Sifton, secretary of state, ruled that 
no person of German birth could se- 
cure naturalization, and on the fol 
lowing day Edwards was advised 
that nothing further could be done in 
regard to his application. 

The letter which closed the corre- 
spondence was written on March 1, 
1920, from Edwards to Hon. N- W. 
Rowell, !n which the former set forth 
that loyal Canadians of foreign birth 
“resented the insult” of being refused 
naturalization because of their pas 
nentage. The “alien-enemy-birth” 
business, he declared, was being cafe 
ried to @ rid‘culous extreme. 

“I have exposed many a pro-Ger- 
man and Bolshevik and I am glad of 
it, but that does not alter the fact 
that ninety per cent. of our !mmfe 
grants (this does not apply to Rus 
sian Jews) intended to become good 
Canadians. Propaganda, both pro- 
German and Bolsheviki, would not 
have had so much effect among these 
people had not the talk of Canadian- 
1sm been so hypocritical to them,” he 
said {n closing his letter, He advised 
the minister that he had left the gov. 
ernment service as a result of what 
he termed an injustice in being re- 
fused naturalization after the work 
he had done,

Ottawa, Apri] 16—Some of the dif- 
ficulties of soldier settlers on the land 
were laid before the government to- 
day by a delegatfon from the Grande 
Prairie district of Alberta. The dele- 
gation were accompanied by the Al- 
berta members of the house of com- 
mons.

AGT ass Cut Off Food Supplies, if Terms With Reference to 


Disarmament and Demobilization. Are. Not. Carried 
Out—London Journals Endorse Steps to Be Taken 
by Allies: 


Paris, April 16.—The representatives in Berlin of France, Great 
| Britain, Italy and Belgium, will join in a warning to Germany that 
she must execute without delay the disarmament and demobilization 
| clauses of the peace treaty, according to present plans, 

Tt is understood that the charge d’affaires will also say to the 
German government that in case the insurrectionary movements in 
| Germany are not suppressed, the allies may refuse further deliveries 
of foodstuffs. 

Agreement among the allies for the execution of the Versailles 
treaty was reported in despatches from Paris on Thursday. The dis- 
armament clauses of the treaty were particularly mentioned in this 
} connection and a proposal to cut off food supplies from Germany 
was forecast in the event of a refusal on her part to meet the provi- 
sions of these clauses. 

London, April 16.—The London evening newspapers today fea- 
ture prominently the semi-official statement from Paris that the 
allies under the initiative of Great Britain, are about to take ener- 
getic steps to enforce German disarmament, even to the extent of 
cutting off food supplies, if necessary. Most of the journals in their 
editorials welcome the news unqualifiedly. 

In official quarters here it is said that the final decision regard- 
ing the situation will be taken at San Remo. Great Britairt will 
strongly advocate the speedy enforcement of disarmament clauses of 
the treaty, it is declared, although she intends to abide by the de- 
cision of the conference and does not contemplate individual action.

SEVEN THOUSAND 
CATTLE LOST FROM 
FEED SHORTAGE 


Weather Continues Cold in South 


—Spring Conditions Report- 
ed at Brandon 


Calgary, April 16—Seven thousand 
cattle have been destroyed in Alberta 
because of the shortage of feed, This 
includes the entire province, Condi- 
tlong aro now worse in the north, 
where there !s some feed, but where 
the farmers can not get at it because 
of the deep snow. W. F. Btevens, sec- 
retary of Alberta Cattlemen's Protec- 
tive association, gaya that its members 
have had no big losses, but that most 
of the losses have occurred among 
small stockmen and farmers. W. 
Woolsey reports that conditions are 
bad jn the north on account of the 
heavy snow. Hoe had heard of a farm- 
er in the north committing suicide be- 
cause of his losses, but could not cer- 
ify the report. Conditions in South- 
ern Alberta are not bad, according tu 
officials of the United Grain Growers 

Rain, Sicet and Snow in South.

Startling Evidence Is Given in 
Supreme Court on Bank 
Robbery Case 


Evidence of a startling nature was 
disclosed before Mr. Justice Simmons 
and a jury in the Supreme Criminal 
court Friday morning in the case 
against James B, Payne, charged with 
the theft of $496 when his hired man 
Raymond Johnston, aged about 1 
years, came forward and took the 
blame, deliberately awearing that he 
took the money as it was handed 
through the paying teller’s wicket in 
the Dominion bank on March 29th.
